LET'S LEARN HOW TO ADJUDICATE BETTER!! 


In conjunction with the Theatre for Young Audiences Festival, AKT is holding 
an '"'adjudication" workshop. Adjudicating, or responding to our colleagues' work 
in a meaningful way, is a special skill that many of us could develop more fully, 
if we only had the chance to see enough plays at one time to have a significant 
"hands-on" experience under benevolent supervision. : 

Using the model developed by the Michigan Theatre ASsoeiacion last June, 
when they used the National FACT Festival of 9 productions to train 27 new and 
rejuvenated adjudicators, AKT will use the 8 productions in the TYA Festival as 
the basis for providing a "hands-on" adjudication-training experience for Kansas 
theatre people. William Kuhlke of the voter ay of Kansas Theatre faculty will 
be the resource person. 

Each person registering for the workshop will give a 10-minute adjudication/ 
response to at least one of the productions. The other trainees in the workshop, 
guided by Dr. Kuhlke, will respond to the response. In this way, we will learn 
from each other as well as from the designated resource person. 

Prior to seeing any productions, a training period will be held in which a 
model of adjudication will be presented and discussed. This model is based on the 
work of Dr. Ronald Willis, Chair of the Theatre Program at K.U. 

Persons who should consider participating in this 2-day workshop include: 
theatre faculty members of colleges and universities who are most often asked to 
respond to their colleagues' work, theatre students, community theatre — 
secondary school theatre directors, professional theatre directors. 

Registration fees for this workshop will be $40, which includes hwgets to 
all eight productions, and hand- a materials.

ADJUDICATION WORKSHOP 


(What a great opportunity!) 


In conjunction with the Theatre for Young Audiences Festival, the Association 
of Kansas Theatre is holding an adjudication workshop for up to 16 participants. 


Led by Dr. William Kuhlke of the Theatre Faculty at Kansas University, the 
"student adjudicators/respondents' will learn a technique of responding to pro- 
ductions that has been developed by Dr. Ronald Willis, also of Kansas University. 
This technique was used as a model at the Adjudication Workshop sponsored by the 
Michigan Theatre Association during the National Festival of American Community 
Theatre last June. Twenty-seven participants were given training in the basic 
approach and each was given an opportunity to respond to one production, under the 
guidance of an experienced adjudicator. The hands-on experience was much appre- 
ciated by those participants and helped begin the carry-over of theory into practice. 


Prior to seeing any productions, a training period will be held for participants 
in this workshop, during which Dr. Willis's ideas regarding responding to theatre 
productions will be presented and discussed. Handout materials will be provided. 


Participants will attend all eight productions. After the fourth production 
each day (about 8:00 p.m. on Friday, about 4:00 p.m. on Saturday), a response ses- 
sion will be held in which each particpant will respond to at least one production 
(depending on the number of participants). If there are 16 participants, two will 
respond to each production. About 10 minutes will be allowed for the "student 
response,'' after which the other student-respondents will discuss the response, 
guided by Dr. Kuhlke. : | 


If time permits, Workshop Participants will be able to attend Dr. Eek's 
workshop Friday afternoon. 


The preliminary meeting of the Adjudication Workshop participants will be 
Thursday evening, April 29, at 7:30 p.m. Upon receipt of your registration, we 
will notify you where this meeting will take place. Your registration must be 
received no later than April 20th (postmarked no later than April 15th). In the 
event that there are insufficient registrations, the workshop will be cancelled 
and your fee will be completely refunded. | 


The Adjudication Group will meet Friday morning to review the materials pre- 
sented Thursday evening. An additional review meeting has been tentatively sche- 
duled for Saturday morning, should the group feel it necessary to meet. 


Registration fee: your $40 fee covers the cost of the materials, tickets 
to the productions, the services of the Resource Person, and administrative costs. 
It does not cover meals, the wine and cheese party on Friday evening, or your 
hotel. (FOR HOTEL INFORMATION, contact Sharon Sikes, 316/686-3115). 


Meals--we hope to offer lunch on the premises of the Wichita Children's Theatre 
on Friday and Saturday. Tickets for those meals will be available at the door. 
Dinner and lunches may also be found at several restaurants in the area of the 
Children's Theatre; a list will be provided at the door. 


Wine and cheese party will be held Friday evening for all participants at the 
Festival, including the Adjudication Workshop participants. Tickets for this party 
will also be available at the door.
